Mustard Gas Made By Americans Is 
a Fluid 


Mustard gas that is so much talk- 
ed of is not a gas but a fluid. One 
authority estimates that the’ Huns 
used 7,000 tons of this gas in an of- 
fensive lasting less than three days. 
Some time ago it was stated by offi- 
cials that the American brand of 
mustard gas would be one-fourth 
more toxic than the kind used by 
Germany, This may or may not be 
true but one German order issued in 
July to the Huns facing the Ameri- 
cans northwest of Chateau-Thierry, 
States that one attack by the Yan- 
kees produced 500 casualties. The 
order continues: “Symptoms of sick- 
ness make us suppose that the ene- 
my is using a new gas that resem- 
bles our Yellow Cross, This gas ap- 
pears to have more harmful effects 
than any gas contained in shells up 
to the present time. Gas poisoning 
still occurred among those who took 
off their masks after wearing them 
for 12 hours. We evidently have to 
deal with a new gas,—Saturday 
Evening Post.

Different Versions of Czar’s Death 
are Confusing 


All the materials for the myth or 
legend of Nicholas I]. are at hand. 
When the-Czecho Slovaks captured 
Yekaterinburg they scarched for the 
ex-czar’s body, but found no trace 
of it so one of their officers reports 
to Ambassador Francis, The rumor 
most generally credited at Yekaterin- 
burg was that the body had been 
taken to the dcepest pit in a coal 
mine and there destroyed. That is 
enough. Nicholas will take his place 
with Louis XVII, Nero, ‘Marshal 
Ney, and all the other historic char- 
acters who never diced. For the next 
forty years at least he will be seen 
one day in Siam, the next in South 
Africa and for half a century © or 
more after that old men will confide 
on their deathbeds the fact that the 
schoolmaster or the telegraph oper- 
ator or the farmhand who diced in 
their towns some years before was 
the ex-czar. “The late Dauphin,” as 
Huckleberry Finn’s King described 
him, welcomes Nicholas to a journey 
as lengthy as that of the Wandering 


Jew. 
The version*of Nicholas’ death 
which the Czecho-Slovaks sent to 


Ambassador Francis is very different 
from the _ Bolsheviki version, which 
represented him as collapsing in the 
face of a firing squad. This new ver- 
sion represents that the Red Guards 
refused to kill the ex-czar, that a Let- 
tish firing party was summoned and 
that it in turn refused to fire, and 
that thereupon the Soviet command- 
er, a sailor, “drew his own revolver 
and shot Nicholas dead.” If this is 
true the Bolshevist account was in- 
vented to give some appearance of 
regularity to a plain assassination. 
The officer who made the report to 
the American ambassador, however, 
merely gave the new version as the 
best account he could get. Evidently 
Yekaterinburg knows little about. it; 
evidently, too, the actors in the crime 
will from time to time issue various 
and conflicting memoirs telling irre- 
concilable stories, and the world may 
never learn how, in truth, the last 
czar died,

Reasonable Prices Have Been Nam- 
ed by Canada Food Board 


The Canada food board has nam- 
ed reasonable prices for wheat flour 
substitutes, These prices will vary, 
from time to time, according to the 
price of grain. On the asis of 
present wholesale prices, corn flour 
bought in small quantities should 
sell at from 634 cents per pound in 
Eastern Canada to 8 cents in the ex- 
treme West; rye flour at from 7% 
cents in Eastern Canada to 8% cents 
in the extreme West; barley flour 
at from 6% cents in the East to 6 
cents in the West. The Canada food 
board has warned retailers that ex- 
orbitant prices must not be charged 
for wheat substitutes.

U. 8. Shipyards at Work 


The United States has 157 ship- 
yards, of which 51 were in operation 
previous to April, 1917, and 106 of 
which have been since established. Of 
these yards, 66 are’ on the Atlantic 
seaboard, 22 on the Gulf, 15 on the 
Great Lakes and 54 on the Pacific 
coast. There are 70 for construction 
of steel vessels and 80 for wooden 
hulls, three for fabricating steel ships 
from standardized parts and four 
for concrete vessels. Ultimate ca- 
pacity of these yards will be 834 
shipways, of which 750 are available 
for the merchant ship program of 
the emergency fleet corporation. Of 
the others, 29 are building vessels for 
the navy and 21 for private owners.

Germany is a bankrupt nation. Its 
banks obligations have been tremendously 
inflated, its reserves are at almost the 
vanishing point—probably much less than 
sevqn or eight per cent. of the total out- 
standings. It has issued an enormous 
| public debt which has been forced into 
the hands of, its people by various high- 
handed means amounting to compulsory 
subscription. The French indemnity, 
long kept in coin, at least in part, near 
Berlin, against the needs of a warof con- 
quest has been spent. Neither in money 
nor in goods ig Germany in a position to 
care for the requirements of her own 
people, 

In view of such conditions, what about 
the enormous indemnity that it is agreed 
Germany. should pay to compensate for 
the terrible losses and sufferings inflicted 
upon the invaded countries, and indeed 
upon all nations more or less, The in- 
demnity that Germany should pay can 
hardly be estimated. And ghe has noth-| 


ing, practically, to pay with. How then, 
is it to be collected ? 

The New York Journal of Commerce 
makes a suggestion, in these words: ‘‘The} 
debt (i.e, the German domestic debt) is; 
held by the German people who are the| 
ultimate source from which the tin rts 
of Germany’s restitution must. be drawn. | 
With this domestic. debt wiped out, re- | 
pudiated, or deferred to a distant future, | 
Germany can approach the Allies with an | 
offer of an annual payment in some agreed | 
form for the adjustinent of her debt. In- | 
asmuch as along period of rebuilding! 
must be expected before even a small! 
part of German damage can be made | 
good, an annual liquidation of the @osts 
of the operation might be as effective a 
means of paying the debt as any that, 
could be devised, German industry can | 
be set at work to produce the materials, | 
machinery and equipment that will be| 
needed in the process of restoring the! 
district of northern France that has been 
laid waste, as well as the shipping to re- 
create the merchant marine that has been 
sacrificed to the ruthless type of warfare, 
Such an annual tax may be stated in terms 
of money, but the actual settlement’ of it | 


the output of German mines, forests and | 
factories, from customs taxes or a tax upon | 
transportation until the debt has been 
made good. When settlement has thus 
been gradually accomplished it will be | 
time enough for the German constituted | 
authorities to consider the question of re, 
compensing their own. people for the 
sums they have parted with for the satis- 
faction of the autocrats who sought to 
conquer the world.’’

\Early Pullets for 
* Winter Eggs 


When we take into consideration that 


the average egg production on the Caty 
adian farm is 75 or 80 ®ggs per hen, and 
when well managed flocks average 120 to 
180 eggs and individual hens even go 
higher than 800 eggs in the 12 months, it 
looks as though improvement might be 
made in the class of stock many keep. 

In the first ;lace, purebred stoek is best 

They should be from a good laying strain. 

They should be from good healthy parent- 

age and for winter egg production, pullets 
only and early pullets should be kept, 
In an experiment conducted at one of the 
Branch Experimental Farms where four 
different uges of birds Were in competition 
for winter egg production, it was found 
that early pullets produced eggs at an 
average cost of 16.7 cts., late pullets 28.2 
cts., two-year old hens 95.1 cts., three- 
year old hens $8.76 per dozen. Figures 
somewhat similar to these could be pro- 
duced in larger quantities. The early 
pullet is the only bird that should be kept 
for winter egg production, and it is the 
winter eggs ttfat pay. A dozen-of eggs 
at Christmas is worth two or three dozen 
in May or Jene, Early pullets mean early 


‘eggs and early chicks in the spriug which 


of course means early pullets in the fall. 

Asa rule, the pullets that lay earliest are 
the best layers so that-every pullet that 
| lays before Christmas should be marked. 

|They are your best layers. If you are 
| killing off year old hens, do not kill hens 
|that moult late in the fall. T hey are 
your best layers and with your best layers 
should always be mated male birds from 
good layers, The malé is more than half 
the flock. A male from a good laying 
| strain and especially from a good laying 
|mother will do more to build up the lay- 
ing quality of the flock than any other 
|one thing. Don’t use then for breeding 
| purposes, cockerels whose pedigree you 
| know nothing about. Better pay a good 
price aud get a good bird.
